King (the former Manager of G. Falconer and Co., Ltd, of Union 
Building), who is charged with: fraudulent conversion, Mr Silva declared 
this morning, when he continued his submissions that the Defence had no 


case to answer. 


The hearing is before-Mr ‘Poon Yan-hoi in the Supreme Court Building. As* 
all Courts in the Bullding were occupted this morning, the hearing ‘took place in 
Mr Justice Scholes’ Chambers, which was -thrown open for the purpose, . 


James Joseph 
King, a merchant, of 20 Braga, 
Cireuit, is ‘accused of having 
taken $6,305.04 for the use of 
his wife, Margarct, on Novem- 
ber 17,.1950, whilst a Director 
of Falconer’s, ‘

and Mr A. J, Clifford are both 
for the Prosecution, instructed 
by Hastings and Company. Mr
